wherein R = SH (claims 1-3; [0013], [0035]-[0040]). Tanamura et al. further disclose 
that the photopolymerization is carried out in the presence of an ultraviolet ray 
absorbent which reads on the initiator ([0045]). However, Tanamura et al. do not teach 
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or fairly suggest the claimed composition, wherein the composition comprises, in 
particular, at least one of an emissive dopant and a charge transporting dopant . 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
